company to meet the 
minimum earnings coverage 
of interest charges required 
under its mortgage in¬ 
denture in order to issue 1 
limited amounts of bonds. 
The inadequate levels of 
return allowed by the 
Massachusetts D.P.U. and 
the delay in obtaining these 
rate increases have severely 
penalized the company and 
its customers in terms of 
higher costs of capital. Our 
customers, of course, must 
bear these higher costs 
eventually. 

During the past year, 
because of WMECO’s 
deteriorating financial 
condition and its inability to 
finance its construction 
program in an orderly 
manner, the two major 
securities rating agencies 
have downgraded the 
company’s bonds and 
preferred stock from Aa to A 
and recently from A to Baa. 
Many institutional investors 
are prohibited from in¬ 
vesting in securities with 
ratings lower than A, so, as a 
consequence of the recent 
downgrading, WMECO had 
difficulty finding purchasers 
interested at any price and 
had to pay a severe penalty 
in cost for its $10 million 
bond issue on January 9, 
1975. The interest rate of 13- 
'/h per cent was 4 per cent 
higher than the rate paid by 
its A rated affiliated com¬ 
pany, The Connecticut Light 
and Power Company, when 
it issued bonds three weeks 
later. Today, the market 
places a great premium on 
quality and lower quality 
issues are expected to 
continue to have much 
difficulty in the future. 

T n January, the company’s 
short-term borrowings 
reached $60 million, the 
highest level in the history of 
the company. Because of the 
inadequate level of earnings, 
despite accounting ad¬ 
justments made last fall to 
defer fuel costs and accrue 
for unbilled revenues, the 
company was only permitted 
under its mortgage in¬ 
denture to issue $10 million 
bonds. This means that the 
company was left with $50 
million of short-term debt 
and insufficient earnings to 
issue either bonds or 
preferred stock to repay the 
borrowings. The only other 
source of long-term capital 
is from WMECO’s parent 
company, Northeast 
Utilities, which itself is 
experiencing grave financial 
difficulty because of the poor 
earnings of its subsidiary 
companies, particularly 
Western Mass. Electric. 
NU’s short-term borrowings 
are at dangerously high 
levels and its only source of 
long-term capital is the sale 
of common shares. NU’s last 
issue of common shares 
yielded far less than we 
considered necessary and 
the shares were sold at less 
than half of their book value. 
It is obvious that NU cannot 
be relied upon by Western 
Mass, as a future source of 
significant amounts of 
capital. 


One of the consequences of 
the downgrading in 
WMECO’s bond rating from 
A to Baa was a correspon¬ 
ding reduction in the 
Company’s commercial 
paper rating from P-2 to P-3 
which effectively eliminated 
most of the market for 
WMECO’s commercial 
paper. At the time this oc¬ 
curred, WMECO did not 
have sufficient bank lines of 
credit to cover all of its 
short-term borrowings, so it 
faced a very real liquidity 
crisis had it not been able to 
market some of its com¬ 
mercial paper. There is no 
assurance of a future market 
for WMECO’s commercial 
paper. Without substantial 
rate relief immediately, we 
are concerned about the 
ability of WMECO to meet 
its financial obligations and 
to serve its customers. 

In my testimony I have 
updated the 1973 test year 
used in our last rate case to a 
1974 test year, and all the 
adjustments required by the 
Department in our prior 
case have been made. We 
have updated our capital 
structure to reflect bond 
issues of April, 1974 and 
January, 1975, as well as 
acapital contribution by 
Northeast Utilities last year. 
Although we consider it to be 
an inadequate level, we have 
applied a 12-Vfe per cent rate 
of return on common equity 
as allowed by the DPU in its 
last rate order for WMECO. 
In our original testimony 
filed with the Department in 
December, our calculations 
supported a request for 
emergency interim relief of 
$11,058,000, based upon our 
estimate of year-end results. 
When we substituted actual 
results for the estimates, 
however, we found our 
revenues had been at a 
slightly higher level than 
projected, that our rate base 
was not as high as 
estimated, and that certain 
other adjustments had to be 
taken into account. The 
result was that rather than 
the $11 million originally 
requested, we found that 
with a 12-M> per cent return 
on common equity, only 
approximately $9.2 million 
was justified. We are, 
however, in desperate need 
immediately of additional 
revenues, as I pointed out 
earlier. Unless revenues 
improve sufficiently to 
enable us to improve our 
financial position, we fear 
that we are rapidly ap¬ 
proaching a day when it will 
be difficult, if not im¬ 
possible, for our Company to 
meet adequately the needs of 
its consumers. It is for these 
reasons that we have asked 
the Department to take into 
account the fact that the 12- 
V 2 per cent rate of return on 
common equity allowed us in 
our earlier case is an 
unrealistic level in today’s 
market conditions. Its 
unreality is emphasized by 
the fact that our last bond 
issue was sold with an in¬ 
terest cost to us in excess of 
13 per cent. Were the 12-% 
per cent to be raised by only 
one point to 13- % per cent, a 
level which we still consider 
inadequate, and only slightly 
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higher than the interest 
rates we have to pay today, a 
revenue need of over 
$11,200,000 is demonstrated. 
We ask that the Department 
take cognizance of this and 
promptly grant us the full 
amount of emergency in¬ 
terim relief set forth in the 
notice of this proceeding, 
which amount is $11,058,000. 

Finally, I would point out 
that in this proceeding we 
have attempted to list the 
factors which have forced us 
to seek emergency interim 
relief from this Department. 
In brief, the considerations 
which lead us to file this 
petition and come before the 
Department today are the 
very same conditions which 
each consumer and producer 
alike is experiencing under 
the prevailing financial 
conditions in our country. 
The forces of double-digit 
inflation, currently running 
at the highest level in 28 
years, continue to increase 
all our costs of doing 
business, and these costs are 
detailed in my testimony. 
Our difficulties of obtaining 
capital have become ex¬ 
treme, and our interest costs 
have been constantly on the 
rise, with the most dramatic 
increases experienced in 
January because of 
WMECO’s poor financial 
condition. Obtaining 
financing has become a 
matter of opportunity rather 
than planning, and it is our 
hope that we shall, by ob¬ 
taining prompt relief 
through this Department, be 
able to approach some 
degree of financial stability 
once more. Unfortunately, 
the lack of financial stability 
in a utility affects not only 
stockholders, but also, and, 
perhaps to a greater degree, 
consumers, for'the burden of 
higher debt costs is placed 
directly upon the consumer. 
Should a utility be unable to 
maintain the desired 
standard of service 
required, it is the consumer 
who suffers the most. This 
we sincerely wish to avoid 
because our customers have 
already suffered enough 
because of factors and in¬ 
fluence outside our control.

Death Penally 

The same capital punishment bill that died 
last year when the Senate sustained Governor 
Sargent’s veto, began its way through the 
legislative process by gaining House ap¬ 
proval this week. 

The bill mandates the death penalty for 
nine specific categories: 1. The premeditated 
killing of an on-duty policeman, firefighter, or 
correctional officer. 2. killing as part of a 
kidnapping for ransom. 3. a second murder 
by a person already convicted of first degree 
murder. 4. a hired killer or one who hires a 
killer. 5. in connection with rape. 6. With 
extreme atrocity or cruelty. 7. killing during 
the highjacking of an airplane. 8. in the 
course of breaking and entering. 9. in the 
course of an armed robbery. 

Predictions are that Governor Dukakis will 
also veto the bill, so the reinstatement of 
capital punishment in Massachusetts will 
probably depend on whether the legislature 
sustains or overrides his veto. Presumably 
the decision will come, as it did last year, in 
the Senate, as the House has already voted in 
favor of the bill. 

Deficiency Budget III 

The Senate turned two separate deficiency 
budgets into one by grafting some $50 million 
onto the $22 million measure already passed 
by the House. The huge size of the Senate 
amendment raised a question, as all ap¬ 
propriations bills are supposed to start in the 
House, and the second budget skipped by the 
House when the Senate decided to add it to the 
first.

In addition, and even more basic, the 
question of how the deficiencies were to be 
funded remains unanswered. This combined 
budget has no statement of revenues ex¬ 
plaining how it will be paid for, and thus is in 
violation of Article 63 of the state constitution. 

But the combined measure did pass in the 
House this week. 

Meanwhile there are no indications that the 
Governor is any closer to producing the main 
budget for fiscal 1976. 

The price for this delay, this groping along 
from month to month may well be staggering 
new taxes. 

Voting Hours 

A perennial bill requiring that all polling 
places for state elections be open for twelve 
hours first passed, and was then rendered 
meaningless by an amendment mandating 
local acceptance by each city or town before 
its provisions would be binding. The in¬ 
dividual cities and towns set polling hours 
anyway under the present system, provided 
however, that the polls must be open at least 
ten hours. 

Proponents of the bill argued that the 
longer hours should be required everywhere 
in order to ensure all working people the 
chance to vote. 

Opponents argued that the individual towns 
should set the hours according to local needs 
and customs, that towns with small 
populations, should not be required to have 
poll workers sitting idle for hours after 
everyone has voted.

Park Named "Benjamin 
Franklin Wade" 


A contest was sponsored by the Agawam Town 
Beautification Committee in January to name the new park 
which is being set up and equipped in the wooded area ad¬ 
jacent to Brady Village in Feeding Hills. The park consists of 
seven acres and will have areas available for all age groups. 
This is the area that has recently been the recipient of two 
state Bicentennial matching grants. Geraldine Ann Schilling, 
chairman of the contest, has announced that a name of 
historical significance — “Benjamin Franklin Wade” — has 
been chosen by the committee. It was submitted by Mrs. 
Jean W. Taylor of Feeding Hills. She will be awarded a $25 
savings bond donated by the Agawam Junior Woman’s Club, 
a certificate of recognition and be asked to be present at the 
dedication ceremonies. Miss Schilling researched and wrote 
the following history of Benjamin Franklin Wade, for whom 
the park was named.

Benjamin Franklin Wade, 
American senator and 
lawyer, was born in Feeding 
Hills, Massachusetts on 
October 27, 1800. He was one 
of eleven children and grew 
up amid the hardships of a 
farm. He could attend school 
only in the winter months. 
His father was a blacksmith. 
In 1921 the family moved to 
Andover, Ohio where 
Benjamin undertook various 
jobs, including school 
teaching. In 1925 he settled 
down to the study of law in 
Canfield, Ohio and was 
admitted to the bar in 1827. 
Settling in Jefferson, Ohio, 
which was thencefore called 
home, he became a partner 
of Joshua R. Giddings, the 
noted abolitionist in 1831. He 
gained a successful practice 
in northeastern Ohio and 
served a term in 1835-1837 as 
prosecuting attorney for 
Ashtabula County until his 
election to the state senate 
on the Whig ticket. His 
determined anti-slavery 
stand cost him his reelection 
fights to strengthen laws 
against divorce and worked 
to make the state’s fugitive 
slave law ineffective. 

In 1847 the legislature 
appointed Wade presiding 
judge of the Third Judicial 
Circuit of Ohio. His 
businesslike, forceful 
methods won him popular 
attention, and the Whig- 
controlled legislature in 1851 
elected him to the United 
States Senate. In the years to 
follow he helped found the 
Republican Party in Ohio 
and was returned to the 
United States Senate as a 
Republican in 1857 and in 
1863. In the Senate he made a 
name as an unyielding foe of 
slavery. He was also in¬ 
terested in homestead 
legislation, protective 
tariffs, woman’s suffrage, 
and internal improvements. 
In 1861 he became chairman 


of the Joint Committee on 
the Conduct of the War. 

Of average height and 
strongly built, his white 
mane, piercing black eyes 
and aggressive manner 
impressed the public. In 

1867, Wade became 
president pro tern of the 
Senate, and had President 
Andrew Johnson, who filled 
Lincoln’s place, been con- 
victed of impeachment in 

1868, Wade would have 
succeeded him. 

A Democratic majority in 
the Ohio legislature denied 
him a fourth term in the 
Senate and the Republican 
convention of 1869 
nominated another man to 
be Grant’s running mate. In 
1869 Wade resumed his Ohio 
law practice; he became 
general counsel of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad 
and served as a government 
director of the Union Pacific. 
In 1871 President Grant 
appointed him a member of 
the commission set to in¬ 
vestigate Santo Domingo 
and he recommended its 
annexation. 

A statesman of con¬ 
siderable foresight, he died 
in Jefferson, Ohio on March 
2, 1878.
